The Police Department's 
Secret Weapon

Last week a new resident called at the police sta­ 
tion for information. He was somewhat different than 
most new residents, having served time in prison. He 
wanted to register and tell them where he'd be living.

"No need to bother," the officer told him. "The law
was found invalid, and they're taking it off the books."

» 
The story would be pointless except that the, man

was treated with the courtesy due any human being and 
that this is the rule, not the exception, with the Tor- 
ranee police. Before he departed, the man was directed 
to other places where he had to take care of other busi­ 
ness.

Thus the department can add one more to it* legions 
of friends, without whom it is doubtful they could carry 
out the tremendous job of policing so vast an area for 
105,000 persons with so small a staff. Official recogni­ 
tion of this accomplishment was recorded with presenta­ 
tion of a plaque to the chief, Percy G. Bennett, by the 
City Council last month.

This present writer has had the fortune and mis­ 
fortune to work with many departments, bu^ none en­ 
joys the good will of known and unknown allies that 
exists here.

The condition Is not without reason. The police log 
is sprinkled daily with such notations as "Warned and 
advised. Will cooperate." The inclination is to make an 
arrest only when there is incontrovertible reason. Noth­ 
ing is gained by jailing an irate husband who is kicking 
up a fuss trying to get his clothes out of the house, nor 
to haul in a drunk who still has a fair chance of making 
it home.

Every effort is made to reason with the obnoxious 
and to persuade the overamorous to take their love mak­ 
ing out of the car and indoors.

We have made no effort to find out whence came 
the order to treat people like people; if it was an order, 
it must have come from on high, for it suffuses the en­ 
tire organization. Or perhaps it is just a general agree­ 
ment. This report is from observation, not research.

. To say that the police are without enemies Is ab­ 
surd. Theirs is a business in which the best the cop ex­ 
pects out of any situation is the worst of it. One disagree­ 
able encounter, and a citizen is mad: two, and he will be 
an eager recipient of any propaganda urged against the 
department.

Conspicuously absent here, too, Is the mass inferior­ 
ity complex that elsewhere keeps policemen so busy de­ 
fending the indefensible that they scarcely have time to 
work. Last week a boy eluded a juvenile officer by jump­ 
ing out a window of his home. No excuses had to be 
offered or asked. The boy evened the score by turning 
himself in an hour later. The Lucky Market holdup still 
gives the detective bureau a royal pain. So who's per­ 
fect?

Absent here, again, are the continual announcements 
and warnings made to a harried public by nervous police 
chiefs or other high officers who haven't been in the pa­ 
per for a spell. These take the form of scaring the day­ 
lights out of people over fireworks on the Fourth of 
JuJy, driving on Labor Day, and drinking at Christmas. 
Yet to be contrived are frights for Arbor Day and Ash 
Wednesday.

In the extreme, testimony of shakiness In high 
places is betrayed by bogus warnings of "organized 
crime," "gambling syndicates," "dope rings," or "the 
Mafia." If the public can be convinced there is an ogre  
and the police are its only savior it workg wonders at 
budget time. We find none of that here.

The only announcement we've been treated to re­ 
cently was a plea for police matrons of a high caliber to 
match those the department already has. At last report, 
the recruitment was going well.

The Torrance police win cooperation by cooperating, 
win friends by being friends, and citizens should "be alive 
to the fact that the department is matching efforts with 
the City Council and Chamber of Commerce to keep this 
the All-American City.
